IX )YLESTO W N , Mar. 8— It is expected that Judge 
Edward G. Biester today wiH set the date for sentencing 
Martin J. Pearson, 25, convicted of slaying David F. Sklar, 
president and owner of Safe Food Market, Croydon, May 
19th. 
Pearson was found guilty of first degree murder late 
'yesterday afternoon in the Bucks County Court, here, 
Arith the jury fixing life imprisonment and specifying that 
there never be a parole. 
Robert A . Pennington, Sellersville paint salesman, 
read the verdict of the jury at 4:15 yesterday afternoon, 
after the jury had deliberated four hours and 45 minutes. 
The trial lasted nine days. Pearson breathed a sigh of 
relief as he heard the verdict. He had admitted firing the 
fatal shot during a hold-up and robbery staged outside of 
the Croydon market, as Sklar and em ployees were leaving 
the place. 
Pearson regained his com posure when he 
was ordered to stand and hear the jury's decision. Erect 
between his tw o attorneys, he stared straight at Penning­ 
ton as the verdict was pronounced. 
Judge Biester asked defense counsel if they wanted 
the jury polled. V anD ine said the defense was satisfied 
with the verdict as announced by Pennington. Pearson 
was ordered returned to county prison pending formal 
sentencing.

Judge* Blester. presiding at

first murder trial since going to 
the Hucks county bench two years 
ago. told the jury: 
‘We know your verdict was the 
best Iii your judgment, 
and

court feels that so long as the pres­ 
ent system exists in the Common­ 
wealth of Pennsylvania in murder 
trials that the defendant will re-1 
celve a fair trial."

The American dollar came into existence (according 
to Alexander H am ilton) on July 6, 1785. I lamilton him-! 
self, in his fam ous Message to Congress, ‘On the Estab-1 
lishment of a M int,” dated January 28, 1791, defined the 
dollar, recommended its gold content, and divided it into 
its “children,” dimes, cents and half-cents. 
Today the dollar is dyytg. In all probability it will 
pass out of existence during the lifetim es of most persons 
now alive. It is near the end. Its death-warrant has been 
signed by the Korean War and President Truman s plans 
(if that is the word for them ) to finance same, 
Do you think that this venerable and historic relic of 
America s greatness, the dollar which has been with us 
for 160 years and which has witnessed all the rise and 
expansion of our nation, and has survived all the financial 
crises prior to the present one, is too precious to die— that 
it is invulnerable and indestructible? 
D on’t deceive yourself. 
Another historic member 
of our family of coins, more illustrious in its time even 
than our dollar, died and vanished less than twenty years 
That coin was the gold eagle, ten dollars in value, 
visioned by Alexander Hamilton in his Message to Con­ 
gress already mentioned. 
The gold eagle, and its big brother, the double-eagle, 
were, for many generations, the most distinguished of all 
American coins. Save only for brief periods of extrem e 
crisis, they were in circulation through all American his­ 
tory from the days of I lamilton down to the advent of the 
New Deal. • 
The eagles were the coins of gift and honor, lf a 
child won a prize, in the olden and golden days, it would 
be paid off in eagles. 
The eagle and the double-eagle 
were the awards of anniversaries and other festive occa­ 
sions. At the same time, the gold eagle was the token of 
this nation’s financial stability and econom ic security. 
But the New Deal wiped the gold eagle and the 
double eagle and the gold dollar out of existence, along 
with the gold certificate, back iii 1934. Since then, it has 
not merely been a waste of time to try to get possession 
of gold coins, but a criminal offense to succeed in doing 
so. The eagles are dead. Largely they are forgotten. Pos­ 
sibly half our population never saw one, or has lost track 
of what they looked like. 
And now the dollar is dying as well. It will disappear,
